ESTABLISHMENT OF OFFICE ENVIRONMENT COMMITTEE 


1. Effective this date the OSR Environmental 
Committee is established to serve as a means of 
identifying office environmental problems and ex- 
changing ideas on improving working conditions within 

the Office. 

2. The Committee will consider all problems 
affecting working conditions in the Office. It wil 
focus its attention on such problem areas as visual 
and aural distractions, office cleanliness, decor, 
temperature and lighting, and space utilization. 

3 The Committee members will make periodic 
surveys throughout the Office to identify problems 
and their possible solutions. T h° s e P r ?klems 
which cannot be corrected either by the individuals 
involved or through normal administrative channels 
or which are of general concern to the Office will 
be acted on the the Committee. 

4. The Committee is authorized to investi- 
gate all environmental problems within the Office 
which come to its attention. The Committee chair- 
man may call upon Agency personnel, panels, and 
groups to assist or advise the Committee. 

5. The Chief of the OSR Administrative Staff 
will serve as Chairman of the Committee and will, at 
Se sSme ?ime, represent the OSR Staffs Other members 
of the Committee will be designated by the fou 
division chiefs with two persons representing each 
division. The members will normally serve one 

yel^ on the Committee. One half of the original 
membership will serve for 18 months to provi e 
continuity . 
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6. The Committee will meet at least once 
every three months. The agenda will be based 
on suggestions by the members of the Committee. 
Additional agenda items may be recommended by 
any person in OSR through a Committee member. 
Formal meetings are open to all OSR employees. 
The chairman will report annually to the Office 
on the activities and accomplishments of the 
Committee. 


7. The Committee will make recommendations, 
as appropriate, for consideration by the Director 
of Strategic Research based on its discussions 
and findings. 


8. The Environment Committee is a forum for 
all persons in OSR to make known their views on 
working conditions within the Office. All concerns, 
criticisms, and suggestions for correction of 
environmental problems in OSR should be brought 
to the attention of the Committee members so 
they may act on them.
